III. Claims 45-55, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 356, subclass 500, 

Inventions I, n, and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions: Invention I claims an exposure apparatus and exposure method that has a 
different mode of operation and function as compared to Invention II and Invention III, 
Invention I comprises an exposure method as well as contour detecting; Invention II is an 
apparatus and method comprising: alignment systems and first and second positional measuring 
systems which are differing modes of detection than Invention I and III; Invention III comprises 
an interferometer unit which differs from the detection modes of Inventions I and II. 

Because these inventions are unrelated for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
